To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Belper  Rural  DistHct  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I liave  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  the 
year  1918,  dealing  with  the  Vital  Statistics  of  this  District,  consisting  of 
thirty  parishes. 

Population,  census  1911,  23,588. 

The  population  is  24,082,  being  a decrease  of  114  since  1917. 

The  number  of  Births  has  increased,  being  427,  as  against  377  in  1917. 
Birth  Rate  per  thousand,  18-72. 

The  number  of  Deaths  has  also  increased,  being  321,  as  against  225  in 
1917.  Death  Rate  per  thousand,  14-93. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  acute  Infectious  Diseases : 


Number  of  Cases  notified  ...  184 
Number  removed  to  Hospital 
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Measles. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  month  of  February  at 
Kilburn,  and  tlie  School  was  closed. 

Of  the  184  cases  of  Measles  notified  only  1 case  ended  fatally. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

22  cases  were  notified,  against  20  in  1917.  1 death  occurred. 

Enteric  Fever. 

6 cases.  All  recovered. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

1 case  notified.  Case  died. 


Diphtheria. 

32  cases  were  notified,  as  against  47  in  1917.  2 of  the  cases  died. 

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Tuberculosis. 

31  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1918.  Tlie  number  of 
deaths  in  the  district  was  19,  an  increase  of  6 over  1917.  The  Death  Rate 
from  Phthisis  was  *88  per  thousand. 


Influenza. 


During  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  months  of  October,  November, 
and  December,  1918,  the  following  Schools  were  closed  for  varying  periods  :

The  number  of  deaths  in  1918  from  Influenza  was  58.  Cause  of  death 
mainly  due  to  Pneumonia  and  Heart  Failure. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances. 


Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  well  supplied,  except  the  parishes  of  Allestree,  Turnditch, 
jSIorley,  Mackworth,  Alarkeuton,  an(l  Kirk  Langley.  Schemes  should  be 
put  in  hand  as  early  as  possible  for  the  parishes  of  Allestree,  Turnditch,  and 
Morley.  Provision  of  supplies  for  these  parishes  was  under  consideration 
at  the  onset  of  the  War,  but  had  to  be  suspended. 

No  samples  of  water  were  analysed,  but  there  is  no  reason  to  suspect 
any  contamination  of  the  public  drinking  water  supplies. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Ckich.  The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  this  parish  is 
still  in  abeyance,  although  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Horsley  Woodhouse.  The  drainage  of  this  parish  is  very  unsatisfac- 
tory. A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  a system  of  sewers,  with  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.  This  is  much  needed. 

Quarndon.  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  needed  for  this  parish. 

Kilburn  and  J)enby.  a Sewerage  Scheme  is  very  urgently  needed  for 
The  Bottles  and  North  Terrace,  Denby,  and  North  Fields  and  Rosen  Green, 
Kilburn.  It  would  appear  to  be  advisable  to  make  a joint  scheme  in  this 
area  and  convey  the  sewage  to  one  outfall  off  the  Derby  Road. 


Scavenging. 

. The  removal  of  house  refu.se,  etc.,  has  not  been  satisfactorily  carried  out, 
and  there  has  been  the  greatest  difficulty  to  get  anyone  to  undertake  the 
work,  even  at  the  high  prices. 

As  regards  those  parishes  where  no  public  scavenging  is  in  operation, 
conditions  are  much  worse,  owing  to  the  fact  that  fanners  are  not  willing 
(neither  can  it  be  expected  of  them)  to  undertake  to  remove  the  refuse  as 
in  byeg-'iie  days.  The  work  will  have  to  be  done  at  public  expense  in 
several  other  parishes,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  during  the  ensuing 
year  to  secure  better  conditions. 

Soil  carts  are  provided  for  the  removal  of  foecal  matter. 

Refuse  tips  are  provided  away  from  dwelling-houses,  and  the  refuse  is 
then  covered  with  earth. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  Inspector  made  250  Inspections,  served  57  Informal  Notices  and 
4 Statutory  Notices. 

The  number  of  defects  remedied  was  58. 
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Food. 


Milk  Supplies. 

There  are  321  Registered  Cowkeepers  in  the  district,  and,  approximately, 
700  cows  ill  milk. 

Other  Foods. 

The  quality  of  Food  on  the  whole  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and 
there  have  been  no  seizures. 

8 cwts.  2 qrs.  21  lbs.  Tubercular  Beef  was  surrendered. 


Disinfection. 


86  rooms  were  disinfected  after  removal  or  recovery  of  Infectious  cases. 
Sulphur  or  Formalin  was  used. 


Housing. 


No  systematic  Inspection  of  Houses  was  carried  out,  as  it  would  have 
been  waste  of  time  to  attempt  it  when  material  and  labour  could  not  be 
obtained.  As  soon  as  these  are  available  the  Inspections,  etc.,  will  be 
resumed. 

As  regards  the  provision  of  new  houses,  schemes  are  now  under  consi- 
deration for  a large  number,  sufficient  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
district,  and  in  due  course  will  be  presented  to  the  L.G.B.  for  approval.
